GEN. M’CLELLAN’S BURIAL. 


SERVICES HELD IN THE MADISON SQUARE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, NEW YORE—THE 
REMAINS INTERRED AT TRENTON. 

New Yoru, Nov. 2.—[Special.|—Drawn uo 
in frontof the Madison Square Presbyterian 
Church, at 9 o’c ock this morning, to keep the 
street clear for the passage of the funeral pro- 
cession of Gen. George B. McC.ellan from the 
house of William C. Prime, No. 38 East Twen- 
ty-third street, to the church, was a force of 
250 policemen, but it bad little to do. The 
rain of the carly morning, coupled with the 
known desire of Mrs. McC.elian and her family 
that the funerai should be conducted with as 
little display as possible, dad the effect of 
keeping away the crowd that was 
anticipated, and when the body was taken 
from the hearse there were more policemen 
who witnessed the departure tban private citi- 
zens. People who bappened to be passing 
stopped and stood with bared heads whiie the 
coffin was borne by them, but beyond this ex- 
pression of sympathy there was no popular 
demonstration. 

The body of Gen. McClellan, inclosed in a 
plush-covered coffin, was exposed to view in 
Mrs. Prime's parlor to such of his old army 
comrades and personal friends as chose to look 
upon it until 9:30 o'clock. Fifteen minutes 
later it was borne on the shoulders of eight 
men to the north side of Twenty-third street, 
and, preceded by a delegation of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, Gen. Molyneux 
commanding, representatives of the old Irish 
Brigade, Capt. Cavanagh commanding, and 
committees of the Societies of the Army 
of the Potomac and the Army of 
the Tennessee, Bendine Post No. 402, and 
Robert Anderson Post No. 58, G. A. R., was 
taken to the church, a few steps away around 
the corner. When the head of the escort 
reached the doors of the building it stopped 
and formed a double line, through which the 
coffin was borne. 

Following the casket were the pall-bearers: 
S. L. M. Barlow, Gen. William B. Franklin of 
Hartford, Conn., the Hon. Henry C. Kelsey, 
Gen. W. 8. Hes cock. Gen. Fitz John Porter, 
Col. Edward fl. Wright of Newark, Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston of Washington, William C. Prime, 
Gen. Joseph W. Alsop, Gen. Martin T. McMa- 
bon, Gen, Anson 8. McCook, Abram 8. Hewitt, 
John T. Agnew, and W. M. Adams. Mrs. Me- 
Cielian, her son and daughter, and the mourn- 
ers were driven to the church in carriages 
and met the procession at the door. 
The church was crowded before 10 o’ciock, 
the boar set for the services, and when the 
Key. Charles H. Parkburst and the Rev. Dr. 
Whitaker of Orange, N.J., headed the pro- 
cession down the central aisie, the great con- 
gregation rose and stood reverentiy while a 
funeral march was executed on tbe organ. 
The coffin was deposited on a bier at the foot 
of the pulpit. On the lid rested a wreath at 
laurel caught up with a bow of purple and a 
palm ieaf. In rout of the pulpit at the bead 
of the coffin stood a large floral device 
representing the American flag, covered by 
a sheathed swo d. the upper corner of the 
embiem being draped in crape. The services 
in the churen were uf the simplest description, 
and occupied altogether less than baif an 
hour. Dr. Parkhurst read appropriate pas- 
sages of Scr piure, and the choir sang Jesus. 
Lover ef My Sou.“ Then Dr. Parkhurst made 
a brief prayer anda bymn was sung. Dr. 
Parkburet then pronounced the benediction, 
and the coffiu was borne from we church and 
placed in a hearse. family and 
immediate friends o: Gen. McClellan occupied 
the carriages. The representatives of the Lo, al 
Legion acted as escort, and the modest funeral 
procession moved down Twenty-third street to 
Fu th avenue, to Fourteenth street, to Broad- 
way, to Cunal street, to the Desbrosses street 
ferry, from which point it crossed to Jersey 
City.

WasHiIneTon, D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special.]|—Mr. 
Frederick H. Winston will leave for the Per- 
sian mission with a good character given bim 
at the bands of Justice Miller of the United 
States Supreme Court. In that court today the 
case of Peter C. A. Von Weel, the representa- 
tive ot the Duteb bondbolders in the Chicago 
& Southwestern Railway case, whica bas been 
pending against Mr. Winston for some nine 
yeure in the Chicago courts, was dec ded in Mr. 
Winston's favor. Mr. Justice Miler in render- 
ing the opinion of the court said: 


The bill is u long one, the allegations are not 
Classified, nor the true foundations of tehef very 
clearly stated. itis full of the words fraudulent 
and correvt und of general charges of conspiracy 
and violation of trust oblizutions. charges, 
briefly stated, are of fraudulent misrepresentation 
affecting the character of the bonds of the Chicago 
& Southwestern Raiiroad Coa pauy. of which Mr. 
Winston was the President; and the violation of 
certain obligations in the uature of a trust which 


ne assumed in regard to the security and ultimate 


payment of the bonds. The bonds in quertion 
were issued to raise money for the construction 
ot the Atchison Branch of the Southwestern 
Road, and Mr. Winston, it is alleged, in a 
circular regarding them. said the branch road would 
ve about fifty miles in length, whereas when it was 
com pieted it proved to be on twenty-nine miles, 
whereby the bondholders were deprived of the se- 
curity of twenty-one miles of rund which they bad 
a right to expect to make good their bunds. He is 
furthermore charged with having taken for his own 
private use the money, or part of it, obtained in 


‘the sale of the bonds in question. The court tinds 


that che circular was issued by the company, and 
not by its President in his individual cupacity; 
that the line of the projected branch had not then 
been definitly jlocated, and that the mortgage or 
deed of trust given to secure the bonds described 
the branch road “as it now is or may be hereafter 
surveyed,’ named the termini. and spoke of the 
length of the road as not to exoeed”’ fifty miles. 

The court holds that the bondbolders had no 
right to rely upon the statement of tne circular as 
material in the presence of much safer reliance af- 
furded by the mortgage. In the matter of the 
alleged diversion of the company's money to his 
own use by Mr. Winston, the court finds that to be 
a matter lying between Mr. Winston and the com- 
pany, and not between a ile bondboider of the 
company and Mr. Winston. The court is there- 
fore of opinion that the appeliant has shown no 
right of relief, and the action of the Circait Court 
ia dismissing the biil is affirmed. 


ä A HOTEL SENSATION. 

A local scandal at one of the hotels bas 
caused a good deal of comment and much 
amusement here today. An aged Lothario, ab- 
cording to the story, asked one of the cbam- 
bermaids to come to his room and repair his 
wardrobe. She said she was not an adept at 
the needie, but would send another girl who 
was. The elevator-boy was selected at a cau- 
cus of indignant cham: ermaris as a suitable 
person to represent the other girl. He ac 
cordingly was dressed in female apparel, and 
with a wig, and was dispatched on his domes- 
tic errand. The gas in the room was 
low and the venerable guest of the hotel was 
surprised in the warm reception he guve the 
supposed seamstress to encounter a sbo t. 
stubby mustache, The result nas been a breeze 
in the hotel and the summary ejection of the 
elevator-boy-seamsatrese irom the premises by 


the indignant landlord. It is now reported 
that the elevator-boy is to swear out a wa: rant 
against the hotel proprietor for an aseault 
while the indiguaat venerabie geutleman ta ks 
of biackmail. The guest is reported to be an 
ex-Congressman who bas lived long abroad, 
and wuo has brought back the mora.s of 
the old Jardin Mabille and the Closérie de 
Lilas. The warrant which the elevator-boy 
swore out ie to. effect that the guest in 
question had made im r advances to. one 
of the chambermaidsa, and that the latter 
ioaned him clothing in which to personate a 
woman; that he went to the room and was re- 
ceived by its occupant in an affectionate sort of 
way, but soon became scared at the novelty cr 
bis position and made his escape as hurriedly 
as possible. He was subsequently assauited 
for playing such atrick upon the guest. The 
hotel proprietor says that the boy did not 
reach the guest’s room a.ter he put ou the 
woman's clothes. 


MORRISON AND THE CHICAGO OFFICES, 

Col. Morrison arrived in Washington this 
evening. He is uncertain as to the duration 
of his visit. He may or may not remaid until 
Congress meets.

THE EX-CHIEF JUSTICE OF NEW WNEXICO 
TREATED IN A VBRY COLD MANNER IN 
WASHINGTON. a 
SPRINGFIELD, II., Nov. 2.—[Special.}—The 

first statement from Washington concerning 
what transpired during ex-Chief Justice Vin- 
cent’s interview with Attorney-General Gar- 
land was received this evening in a letter from 
a prominent business-man of this city who ac- 
companied Judge Vincent to Washington and 
went with him to cal. on the President, Attor- 
ney-General, Mr. Lamar, Mr. Sparks, and 
others.

We first went to the Attorney-General’s office 
and asked to see the papers beuring on the Vincent 
case.

THE CITY ELECTION LAW. 
NO LET-UP IN THE DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION 
TO IT—THE CORKECT FORM. 


Extra precautions havo been taken by the 
Republican commiitee to secure an honest 
vote and fair count on the new Election law. 
Originally little notice was paid to the pro- 
visions allowing two watchers of each side in 
the polls to sce that the count of the vote is 


fairly made. Some of the wards in their pre- 
cinct organization bad made arrangements and 
named the two nun to perform this duty and 
some had not. Vigorous efforts were made to 
remedy this defect, and it is believed that in 
the great majority of the precincts the neces- 
sary men have been found. The greatest 
trouble wasfin the river precincts, where the 
necessity of having an honest count is the most 
pressing. In the Fifih Ward the precinct Cap- 
tains and notaries were picked out, and, it 
was impressed on them that this would be the 
most important of their duties and that their 
pay would depend upon its performance. The 
same plan was adopted in several other wards. 
Mr. A. M. Pence appeared before the comwmit- 
tee and urged the importance of action in this 
matter. He was ted that everything possibie 
had been done. At the same time some of the 
committeemen criticised the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion sharply because that body had been too 
tearful of making a partisan issue, and had 
done very littie work towards getting the law 
adopted. At the last moment the association 
came to the front and sent word that it would 
print 500,000 pasters For the City Eiection 
law, and would bave them peddied at every 
precinct in the city. In case of the affirmative 
tickets disappearing, or if the ringsters flood 
the precincts with irregular ones, these pasters 
will prove handy. 

The explanation in Tae Trisune of the 
plain provisions of the law in requiring that 
the phrase For City Election law de voted, 
and of the advantage that might be taken of 
this to hoodwink voters with misleading 
phrases, proved most timely. It was found 
that this point was not only nut understood by 
the mass of voters, but also by many of the 
Republican workers who were anxious to see 
the law succeed. At Republican beadquarters 
great pains were taken to impress the impor- 
tance of this on every person who will Dave 
anything to do at the polis, and also to spread 
it among the rank and file of the voters. 

Among the Democratic machine managers 
there was a combined growl that such an in- 
viting foundation for fraud and trickery had 
been undermined. Much reliance was still 
placed on confusing and mislead ina voters, but 
with the exposu:e that had been made the 
scheme was much more difficult. The ringsters, 
however, relaxed none of their efforts. Van 
Pelt of the Printing Committee had been called 
to New York on private business, but his 
mantie fell on worthy shoulders. While the 
workers were not taken into the schemers’ 
plans the oft-repeated assurance was given 
them that the tickets would be “all rigbt,"’ 
and their part simply lay in getting Democrats 
to go to the polis and vote and work against 
the law.

@ Chicago Freie Presse, Nov. 2: While the Dem- 
ocratic Campaign Committee, for the sake of 
expediency only, has been willing to print on 
the ticket both For the Election law and 
‘Against the Election law,“ and apparently 
leave the voter to make bis choice, the position 
ef the Democratic managers and the party is 
such as makes it impossible to have faith in 
their pledges not to influence the voters in this 
respect. It may be confidertiy expected that 
election-day the strikers and blowers, the tools 
ot Joe Mackin and Mike McDonald, will be at 
their posts acing their utmost to defeat the 
re‘orm measure; for honest elections would 
take the bread out of their mouths, 
and would mean political death for 
those who by their exertions have earned fat 
offices. Any doubt of this is dispelled on con- 
sidering the origin of the law and the opposi- 
tion of the Democrats to it. When the shame- 
less frauds of the last fall election were ex- 
posed public indignation was aroused to such 
a pitch that some of the criminala were in- 
dicted and tried and the new Election law 
framed, which is destined to put an end to 
election trauds as far as itis in the power of 
law. The Democrats opposed the bill in the 
Legislature by amendments which would have 
rendered its purposes void, and voted against 
it solidiy, with one exception. It was opposed 
in court by Democratic lawyers, who had first 
artfully fostered the scrupies of a Demo- 
cratic Judge as to its constitutionality.

FOREIGNERS IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—(Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In his interesting discourse reported in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE, the Kev. Mr. Stryker fell into 
an error iu estimating the number of foreign- 
ers in Chicago. His tigures appear to be found- 
ed on those returned by a school census taken 
a year ago, which is grossty deceptive. In that 
census the nationalities were arrived at in this 
way: Where the beads of the family (father and 
mother) were foreianers— German, Irish, Scand- 
inaviansa, Poles, Bohemians or any other—all the 
members of the family were put down as for- 
eiguers of that particular nationality. Thus a 
German or an Irishman and his wife and ail 
their American-born children were all recorded 
by Harrison’s census-takers as foreigners. In 
thousands of cases young men of voting age 
born in this country were thus put down as of 
foreign birth; and tens of thousands of native 
born chiidren of all ages, from infants to 
adults, were recorded as foreigners. Ali the 
* Americans’’ in Chicago were reported to be 
only 148,000 out of a total of 629,985, Which is 
perfectiy ridiculous. The fact is that the 
American-born inhabitants of Chicago at that 
time (spring of 1884) exceeded 400,000. Instead 
of their being 209,631 natives of Germany and 
114,105 natives of Ireland. there were not to 
exceed balf that many—the other baif being 
born in this country and thousands of them of 
voting age. Harrison's scheme was to belittie 
the American element and render it of no ac 
count in the eyes of the foreign clement, 
whereas a full half and more, too, of the vot- 
ers of Chicago are to the *“* manor born — no 
matter where their parents, grand or great-

Mr. Grant said that be 
did not know anything about Ward's large ob- 
ligations to Warner. Ward told him that 
Warner was only doing business in a smali 
way on the flour contracts. Mr. Grant 
said further that when the firm failed it owed 
bim about $900,000 credited on the books. He 
2 took out of itso much money as he put 
nto it.

A HORRIBLE MURDER. 

A Chinaman named Chong Ong, who kept a 
restaurant at No. 142 Spring street, was found 
dead today in oneof his rooms. The upper 
part of his face had been crushed by the biow 
of some heavy, bluntinstrument. From the 
nose up to the hair of the head was as soft as 
jelly. Tho lefteye had been gouged out, and 
was lying in a pool ot blood that had formed 
about the lone black hair. The man’s 
shirt had been torn awag from his 
neck during a struggle, and on tne 
naked chest that was thus exposed 
were ten knife-wounds. Near the body was a 
pile of old clothes, evidently belonging to the 
dead man, the pockets of which had been 
turned inside out. Everything within fifteen 
teet of where the man lay was spattered with 
blood. By the side of the body, which was 
soon ized as that of Ong, was his own 
kitchen-knife, which, when the instrument was 
lifted up, ran off the point. The blade was 
bent as though it had been twisted around with 
terrible force in a wound. 

An examination of the body showed that 
botb the frontal and occipital bones wer: fract- 
ured, the upper and lower jawbones and the 
nasal bones were crushed, while from three 
kuife wounds on the left side of the head por- 
tions of the brain were oozing. On the left 
side of the cheat were ten knife thrusts ex- 
tending from the third to the eighth rib. All 
these ribs were cut through. One of these 
cuts penetrated completely through the heart, 
while two others went through the Jungs and 
touched the heart. The diaphragm. was sev- 
ered, and the ‘iiver and intestines bad been 
reached by the biade. Altogether it was one 
of the most horrible murders known here. 
There is not the slightest ciew to the murderer. 

MR. WATKINS IN TROUBLE. 

A tall young man with brown sidewhiskers 
did a thriving business in the purchase of dia- 
monds from several jewelry firms in this city 
and Brooklyn last week. He succeeded in ob- 
taining large bills of goods trom six well 
known down-town bouses, paying tor them in 
every instance with checks on several parties, 
among them Watkins Bros. & Co., No. .70 
Broadway. Late in the week these checks 
began coming ioto Watkins Bros. & Co. 
tor certification, and they were certified 
in red and purple ink by an innocent- 
looking youth. Some of the checks were 
cashed by banks Friday and Saturday. There 
were clamorous calls for Watkins. Several 
parties presented checks for cashing, dus ail 
were told by the innocent youth that Watkins 
was not in.“ Today Watkins was arrested. 
At the Tombs Police Court be manifested an 
overwhelming anxiety to make it all right” 
with the men who had taken the bogus checks, 
and was remanded tor examination. It turned 
out that Watkins bimself made the purchases 
and his office-boy certified the checks. It ia 
expected that other bogus checks will be dis- 
covered.

There were rumcrs today that several prom- 
ment city officials were to be arrested for 
alleged complicity in the swindling operations 
which resulted in wrecking the Marine Nation- 
al Bank, Mayor Grace's name being mentioned 
among others. United States District-Attor- 
ney Dorsbeimer said that the rumors were 
false as far as he was concerned. 

** Some persons whom we have found to be im- 
plicated in these frauds,” he said, „will be ar- 
rested, and when they are I feel confident from 
the nature of the proofs that their cases will

A DISHONORABLE NOMINATION, | 

There is not a fair-minded, honorable Dem- 
ocrat in Cook County but admits that it is 
unfair and dishonorable for his party to put 
up and run a candidate for Superior Judge.

Last June the terms of four Democratic 
and one Republican Circuit Judge expired, 
and the Republicans of this strong Repub- 
lican County of Cook were generous enough 
to make no nominations against the four 
Democratic candidates.

But to the surprise of all fair- 
minded men and in gross and flagrant viola- 
tion with the Republicans last June, this 
committee in secret session brought out a 
rabid partisan and chronic officeseeker and 
placed his name on their ticket!

FLAXSEED. 

The receipts of flaxseed in this city during 
last mcnth reached the astounding aggregate 
of 1,875,000 bushels of fifty-six pounds each, 
and during one week our receipts of the seed 
actually exceeded those of wheat. For the 
the first three months of the current crop 
year they were nearly 1,600,000 bushels larger 
than, and the shipments were more than 
1,500,000 bushels in excess of, those for the 
corresponding time last year. About 250,000 
bushels have been already exported, and as 
much more is under orders to move across 
the ocean. It will take the place in the Old 
World of so much Calcutta seed, and perhaps 
make amends for an alleged failure of the 
crop in Russia. 


This extraordinary movement of flaxseed is 


a direct result of the depression in our wheat 
markets last fall and winter. The price of 
wheat was so low as not to leave enough to 
the farmers of the far Northwest to pay them 
for the labor of raising it, and there was gen- 
eral discouragement in regard to the prospect 
for wheat another year. Some farms were 
actually vacated, and many others were sown 
to wheat for this year simply because the 
bolders did not know what else todo. But 
as many as could see their way clear to the 
change went into the raising of flaxseed, with 
the result above noted. So far they have had 
no reason to regret the step, as their flax has 
brought good prices as compared with those 
of last year, and there is a much better war- 
ket for the smaller quantities of wheat grown, 
the latt-r being partially due to the new flax 
culture and in part to the smaller yield in the 
winter-wheat regions. The experiment has 
been such a decided success that there is some 
danger it will be overdone for another season; 
which would be all the more regrettavie, as 
it is weli known that flax exhausts the soil at 
a very rapid rate, a very few crops being sul

TWO TRICKS AT THE POLLS. 

~ Republican judges and voters today should 
be on the lookout for frauds of all kinds, but 
particularly for two tricks which will be at- 
tempted. The first of these is the trick of 
ticket substitution, which was practiced by 
Democratic judges last spring. Let every 
voter, when he hands his ticket to a judge, 
watch it and see that it goes into the box, 
and that no other goes in in its place. If he 
is careless about this the Democratic judge 
in the tough precincts will take his ticket, 
quickly substitute a gang ticket for it out of 
his sleeve, write the number upon it, and 
put it in the box. This trick was played 
last spring in many of the tough precincts 
where there were three Democratic judges, 
The First, Second, and Ninth Wards espe- 
cially suffered. Hundreds of Republican 
tickets never went into the box at all. The 
scoundrels are emboldened to do this because 
they do not anticipate any contest, which 
would at once expose the fraud. Le every 
voter, therefore, watch his ballot sharply and 
see that it gets into the box before he leaves 
the window. 

Another trick which will be attempted to- 
day and which must be watched by Repub- 
lican judges and challengers is that of false 
personation, This is also a favorit fraud of 
the gangs. In the anticipation that there 
will be a light vote and that hundreds of Re- 
publicans will stay away from the polls, the 
gang will have its tramps in readiness, who 
will go from poll to poll personating legal 
voters, giving their names and places of resi- 
dence, and voting for them. If the real 
voter does not come to the polls the ballot 
will goin without question in many cases, 
for it is hot possible that judges or challeng- 
ers personally know all the voters in their 
precincts. The thing to do is to vote early.

The only wonder in connection 
with these confidence games is that enough 
dupes can be found to make it worth the 
while of the swindlers to incur the expense 
necessary to set the scheme going. It needs 
no more acumen to see the barefaced impost- 
ure of the claims put forth in these cases 
than it does to detect an attempt to play 
bunko or the wiles of the man who plays his 
confidence games on green grangers in the 
street. Yet they all find victims, and the 
gullibility of the average human being will 
probably enable men of the Ward stripe to 
continue to find fresh ones to the end of 
time.

Secretary of State, vice Count vor Hatsfeld, who 
has been appointed Ambassador to London. Count 
Herbert von Bismarck is the eldest son of the fa- 
mous German Chancellor and was born at Berlin 
Dec. 28, 1849. At the time of his appointment as 
Secretary of State he was. therefore, not yet 36 years 
of age. He entered the diplomatic service eleven 
years aro (1874), becoming an attaché ef the Prus- 
sian Legation at Dresden 
1874. In January. 1877, 
pointed Secretary of Legation at Vienna, 
dut to April left that position to become his fath- 
er's assistant in the Foreign Office at Berlin. He 
was subsequently attached to the Embassy at Lon- 
don as Councilor, and in January, 1884, was trans- 
ferred to St. Petersburg as Secretary. In Jaly fol- 
lowing he was sent to The Hague as the Ge —_ 
Minister, and remained in that position until 
der. 1885, although he has several times been — 
to Engiand on specia! missions, notably in the 
spring of 1855, when he eucceeded in bringing about 
the acquiescence of Great Britain to Germany's 
African colonization schemes. As successor to 
Count Hatzfeld he now becomes the right-hand 
man and chief assistant of bis father. Count Hats - 
feld has for years past been practically the Minister 
in residence at the Foreign Office at Berlin to 
curry out the decrees of Varzin or Friedrichsruhe. 
Count Herbert’s promotion to that position makes 
him the most important official in the Empire after 
Prince Bismarck, and in the direct line of the suc- 
cession to his father on the latter's death. Count 
Herbert has been a wild sort of youth, getting into 
all sorts of scrapes and fighting a number of duels. 
in March, 1881, he distinguished himself by run- 
ning away with the wife of. Prince Charies of Caro- 
lath. née Countess Hetzfeld, a woman who was 
several years his senior and who hed a daughter 
i4 years old at the time. ‘ihe injured husband 
promptiy sued for divorce, and tt was announced 
that young Bismarck proposed to marry her, but

I am very anx- 
ious to prevent bis escape towards Georgia. If he 
does go to Georgia be can capture all the rolling- 
stock anda vast amount of property on the road 
from Salisbury back to Greensboro. Gov. Vance 
asks me to suspend hostilities and to confer with 
him. I will not suspend hostilities till Johnston’s 
army is captured or. scattered. Howard tomor- 
row will have one corps at Jones’ Station and one 
at Morrison’s Station. Next day all move by sepa- 
rate roads from Ashboro. My army is very large 
and cannot move as fast as Johnston's, who has 
the assistance of the railroad. I am in hopes that 
Sheridan will come, when he, with the sid 
of your cavairy, can get ahead of bim and hold bim 
until we get up, when we can make short work of 
him. People here manifest more signs of subdju- 
gation than 1 have yet seen, but Jef Davis has 
more lives than a cat, and we must not trust bim.

MEX.CAN LAND GaANIS. 


SAN FRANCISCO HAS ANOTHER BIG LAND 
SUIT TO RECOVER AN OLD CLAIM—TEN 
MILLIONS OF PROPERTY INVOLVED, 

SAN FrRANciscO, Cal., Nov. 2.—(Spectal.]— 
Another large land suit on an old Mexican 
grant is about to be brought before the United 
States Court. The suit will involve the title to 
a large slice of this city and county, valued 
at not less than $10,000,000, and 
will be similar to the Sherrebeck ela m now 
agitating property-owners south of Market 
street. The bistory of the ciaim is as foliows: 
Wie Northern California was a province of 
Mexico Fernando Marchiua was a Commissary 
in the Mexican army, and while acting as an 
officer he also dealt in cattie and at one time 
furnished the Government with a lot of cattle 
for the army. When raaons were shbort, 
in 1842, the Mexican ruler, to reimburse bim 
for cattle suppiied, ordered the Governor of 
this puebio to issue to Marchina a title toa 
league of land, grant was trianguler in 
form, and was inciosed by aline which takes 
in the whole of the western addition and 
Hayes Valley, the cemeieries, and a slice of 
Goiden Gate Park. It is claimed that full 
title was given to Marchina in 1844. About 
1850 Marcuina sold the grant to John K. 
Moore, to whom he transterred the original 
Mexicun title. Over twenty years ago Moore 
bean an ejectment suit in the Unned States 
Court for possession of the land, but the suit 
was dropped. Moore and his ciaim to the 
grant disappeared from public vew. Re 
centiy he emerged from his twenty yeas’ egai 
seviusion and engaged a firm of attorneys to 
prosecute the claim once more. The original 
tit e to the land gate in a banking-bouse 
vauit in this cityPand legal steps towurds the 
recovery of the land will de taken in a few 
days.

23 of the Reviseg Statutes provides 
that the Commissioners of Public Charities, or 
one of them, shall, at least once each year, 
visit and examine into the condition, financial 
and otherwise, of each of the city and county 
alms or poor houses or other places where the 
insane may be confined, and shall inquire and 
examine into the official conduct of the trust- 
ees, directors, and other officers and employés 
of the same; the condition of the buildings, 

grounds, and other property connected there- 
vith, and into all other matters pertaining to 
their usefulness and good management. And 
for these purposes they shall bave free access 
to the grounds, buildings, and all books and 
papers relating to said institutions; and all 
persons connected with the same are directed 
and required to give such information and 
afford such facilities tor inspection as the 
Commissioners may require. The Coaimission- 
ersare aiso authorized to administer oaths 
and examine any person or persons in reia- 
ton to any matters connected with the in- 
quiries authorized by the act. Itis understood 
that the Governor considers this to be man- 
datory upon the boards, and that no action is 
necessary upon his part. If it shall be found 
upon further exam nation that bis authority 
is required, there will be no besitation in ac 
cording it.

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION ACTION. 

The Citizens’ Association having become dis- 
trusted with the methods involving repeated de- 
lays employed by the medical socioties in the 
matter of the investigation of the Insane Asy- 
lum, yesterday presented to the Governor at 
Springfield by their representative a letter set- 
ting forth the inhuman practices and asking 
for an investigation. One of the officers in 
speaking of this action said that it did not im- 
ply that they would not work with che medical 
societies whenever those bodies got ready to 
do anything. There was no friction between 
them, but the association felt the need of 
pusbing the matter.

THE ANNUAL FAT-STOCK SHOW. 


Dissolved—The Pennsylvania Divi- 
dend Items. 


It is reported that the Eastern trunk lines 
contemplate the abandonment of their limited 
or fast-exprees trains and that it is their inten- 
tion to run regular express trains only, as had 
been the case before the limited trains were 
puton. The reason assigned for this action is 
that the roads which were unable to run such 
fast trains as the Pennsy!vania and Vanderbiit 
lines claimed that they could not afford to enter 
into a pooling agreement with the above-named 
roads so long as those roads were running lim- 
ited trains, as by running them they enjoyed 
agreat advantage which could not be over- 
come by the extra charge made on those trains. 
The trunk-line managers have been maxing 
strenuous efforts to secure the adoption of the 
proposed pooling agreement on west- bound 
passenger traffic, because it is Impossible to 
bring about the formation of an east-bound 
pool as long as the west-bound complications 
are not settied. [t is understood that the Penn- 
syivania bas agreed to make such concessions 
to the Baltimore & Onio as regards the par- 
ticipation of the latter in the New York traffic 
as to induce it to withdraw its objection to the 
pool, and the only obstacle found to remain in 


the way of the final consummation of we 


agreement was the running of the limited or 
fast trains. The proposed west-bound passen- 
rer contract differs radically in sume points 
from previous pooling agreements. It 
appoints the Chairman of the Passen- 
ger Committee (Mr. Pierson) the arbitrator 
on questions of order and current business. 
Points of dispute as to the division of pooled 
traffic may be appealed from the Chairman, but 
Mr. Fink is constituted final arbiter, his decis- 
ions to be given at an “early and reasonable 
time. A rehearing of the case 16 allowed if 
error can be shown, but close rules confine the 
rebearing to the questions previously iuvolved 
and to the same arbitrator. In recognizing the 
principie of differential rates, the Chairman 
of the Passenger Committee is to bave power 
to make what differences are necessary to ena- 
hie the weaker lines to carry their allotted per- 
centages, or to adopt other means if be sees fit 
to do so. The payment of commissions at 
pooling points is abolished; the foregomg 
clause is intended to allow discretion in this 
regard, but to confine it to the Chairman, 
thereby preventing the demoralizing acts of 
the weaker roads working independently. 
The Chairman is also to have sole authority to 
issue emigrant orders; he is to provide ior the 
payment of commissions to the steamsbip com- 
panies. ‘These are fixed at 10 per cept, pro- 
vided that no commission shall exceed $1 on 
each passenger and 50 cents on each haif-pas- 
senger (children within certain ages). The 
railroad agencies are abandoned, but those now 
existing will probabiy be conducted by the 
steamship lines bereafter. 

A meeting of the Chicago East-Bound Pas- 
senger Committee was beld yesterday at the 
office of Chairman T. C. Moore for the purpose 
of considering east-bound passenger affairs. 
It was found that the demoralization of rates 
was epreading, and that, unless speedily 
checked, a general war on east-bound passen- 
ger rates will be the inevitable result. Charges 
and counter-charges were made, and there was 
quite an exciting time. General Passenger 
Agent Snow of the Chicago & Atlantic pro- 
duced a number of coupons from which the 
through tickets had been torn off, and which 
were sold by scaipers at cut rates. The fact 
was tully established that the Western 
Ticket Agents were using their com- 
missions for the purpose of cutting rates, 
turnishing the scalpers with the coupowms read- 
mi from Chicago, which showed that the West- 
ern roads countenanced the action of their 
agents. It was admitted that the troub:.e aruse 
from the pers sten of the roads running east 
trom th.s city in paying commissions at points 
west and northwest from Chicago. After a 
long d'scussion it was found that the Local 
Committee was powerless to remedy the evil 
and the Coairman was instructed to call a meet- 
ing of the General Passeng6r Agents of the 
various roads running east from this city for 
next Saturday to see what can be done to 
remedy the evils which now threaten to bring 
on a general war. 


PERCENTAGES ON WEST-BOUND FREIGHT. 

At a meeting of the Trunk-Line Executive 
Committee held at Commissioner Fink's office 
in New York Friday, Oct. 30, Commissioner J. 
W. Midgiey of the Southwestern Railway Asso- 
cia on presented a proposition on bebaif of bis 
assoviation to amend the percentages for the 
division of rates from New York and points 
taking New York rates to East Louisiana, East 
Hannibal, Quincy, and Davenport via Chicago, 
sO aS to allow the roads west of Chicago a un- 
form percentage to all the Western points 
named on traffic destined to Missouri River 
points or beyond. After discussion the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Nes lved, That this committee approves the plan 
of the adoption of a uniform percentage, as pro- 
posed, if found to be practicabie and made upon 
an equitabie basis; and the proposition of ine 
Southwestern Association is hereby referred to 
the Chicago committee with the request that they 

ive it careful consideration and advise the Trunk- 

ne Commissioner of their conciusions. 

At the same meeting an application from 
shippers of dairy freights was presented re- 
questing special fares for delegates from New 
York, Boston, Balt more, and Philadelphia to 
the Dairy Convention to be held at Chicago in 
November. The subject was referred to the 
Passenger Committee. 

in regard to overcharges on east-bound 
freight it was suggested that the action of the 
trunk lines in requiring ali east-bound ship- 
ments passing their western termini on and 
after Oct. 15 to be billed at full tariff rates 
would give rise to claims for overcharge in 
some cases, and that the committee shouid by 
joint action prescribe the course to be taken in 
deuling with such claims, It was unanimously 
agreed that under the instructions of the Pres- 
idents’ Committee all east-bound shipments 
billed at less than tariff rates must be correct- 
ed to the basis of the tariff, and that 
any claims for overcharge arising from 
such corrections shall be submitted to 
the Commissioner, and if he 16 Sat- 
is led that they are legitimate he 
shall approve them; no claims to be paid until 
approved by the Commissioner, The Commis- 
siouer was requested to report to the commit- 
tee any such claims which are of such a nature 
that their payment would be inconsistent with 
the present trunk-line agreement. 

At the same meeting the action of the Broad- 
way freight agents, representing the fast- 
freight lines ana roads running west from New 
York, deciding not to furnish Western roads 
further billing references or duplicate bills in 
advance of shipments, was taken up for con- 
sideration. This action materially interfered 
with the handling of through business west 
trom Chicago, and especially the fast- 
freight business by the California Fast- 
Freight Line and other trauscontinent- 
al business. Without having advance 
duplicate bills of shipments made from New 
York the Western lines could not know what 
freight was coming, anc were prevented from 
making arrangements for the prompt trans- 
fer of such freight, which necessarily caused 
much delay in its transportation, as they bad 
to wait for the arrival of the regular bills be- 
fore any arrangements for cars, etc., could be 
made. General Manager Sam De Bow of the 
Caiifornia Fast Freight Line went to New 
York afew days ayo and induced Commis 
sioner Midgley of the Southwestern Railway 
Association, who bappened to be in New York 
on other business, to bring the matter before 
the Trunk Line Committee and prevail upon

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov.'2.—The Board of 
Directors of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany met today and declared a semi-anoual 
dividend of 2 per cent. The following is the 
form of the resolution: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors do hereby 
declare a semi-annual dividend of 2 per cent upon 
the capita! stock of the company out of the profits, 
payabie in cash, clear of all taxes, un and after 
Nov. 80, 1885, to stockholders as they stood regis- 
tered on the books of the company at 3p. m. Oct. 
31. 1885. 

This was agreed upon after cons iderabic dis- 
cussion. Several of tae directors were in 
favor of passing the dividend altogether, on 
the grounds that the earnings bad not been 
sufficient to declare a dividend, while others 
beld out fur 8 per cent on the improving cor- 
dition of trunk-line affairs. The 2 per cent 
dividend was, therviore, accepted as a compro- 
mise.

SIX MEN DROWNED. 


THE BOILER OF A DREDGING-BOAT EX- 
PLODES, AND VESSEL AND CREW INSTANT- 
LY GO DOWN. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—A 
dispatch from New London says that tne tug 

C. C. Waite arrived at that port this morning 


and reported that she left Providence Sunday, 


baving in tow Dredge No. 4, belonging to the 
Atlantic Dredging Company.

Meilen sald he should require immediate assist- 
ance. The tug Mocking Bird and a lighter, to- 
gether with a complete wrecking outfit, was or- 
dered from Cheboygan. They probably reached 
the stranded craft late last night. The 
Graves and Adams left Chicago for Buffalo 
last Friday noon, laden with 125,000 bushels of 
corn. Their cargoes were shipped by Bensley 
Bros. and Irwin Orr & Co., and were insured for 
about $65,000, the policies being placed in nearly 
every company engaged in cargo underwriting at 
this port. It is presumed that the vessels went 
ashore during the southerly blow that prev 
Saturday night. As Capt. Mellen failed to giveany 
definit information concerning the location of the 
stranded craft it is impossible to even surmise 
what will be the provable outcome of the mishap. 
If they are on the east side of the isl- 
and the damage to the vessels will be 
comparatively light, but if they are on the west 
side and exposed to the brisk northwest wind and 
heavy sea of yesterday the loss will be heavy, if 
not total. The Graves and Adams belong to Wil-.

Both 
are out four feet forward and are reported leak- 
ing. They are resting easy at present. The wind 
is northwest and heavy. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., Nov. 2.—[Special. }—The tug 
Mocking Bird, with wrecking outfit, left this morn- 
ing for the North Manitou to assist the Graves and 
George W. Adams, ashore there. They are grain- 
laden and leaking. Both are out nearly four feet. 
Twenty extra men were taken on here to assist in 
lightering them off. 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 

There was but little change in the market for 
lake freights. Carrying capacity was in good de- 
mand, but carriers were asking higher freights 
than shippers were willing to pay. Shippers were 
bidding 254 cents on corn to Buffalo, while carriers, 
with but a limited supply of ready tonnage to of- 
fer, were asking 3 cents. No corn engagements 
were made for that port, the 60,000 bushels of corn 
reported for the prop Syracuse having been ob- 
tained last week. The only actual engagements 
made for Buffalo were the steamship D. C. Whit- 
ney and barge Wayne for full cargoes of flaxseed 
at 3% cents. As the Whitney has good stor- 
ing capacity her charter is about equivalent 
to 8 cents on corn. The steamship Monteagie 
and eonsort Mystic Star were chartered for 78.000 
busheis of corn to Ogdensburg at ö cents. There 
was some inquiry for vesseis to load tor Georgian 
Bay ports, but the demand fell off when it was 
found that carriers were asking 3 cents on corn. 

Lumber-carriers are demanding an advance. 
They want the scale of rates raised to a basis of 
$1.50 from Muskegon and $1.75 from Manistee to 
Chicago. Shippers refused to pay the advance 
yesterday, and asa result but few charters were 
made. An advance was paid on lumder from 
Menominee, two charters being made from that 
port to Chicago at $1.75. 

Ore freights also went up a notch, the steamship 
Robert Watlace and consort David Wallace being 
chartered for ore from Escanaba to Cleveland at 
$1. 10. 

BUFFALO, N. V., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—There was 
a fair demand for vessels to load coal for Milwau- 
kee, and the schrs Michigan and E. A. Nicholson 
were chartered at 60 cents. Not much inquiry ex- 
isted for Chicago, the stmr Clyde taking a cargo on 
owner’s account. Vessel-owners have at last de- 
cided not to take any more coal there at 50 cents. 
It is likely that shippers will concede an advance 
very soon. For the first time ina long while 
tonnage was sought for Duluth, and this enabled 
brokers to secure a better rate than has been paid 
since the beginning of this season. The stmrs Iron 
Chief and. W. J. Averill, the latter to arrive to- 
morrow, were engaged at 5) cents. The stmr Ore- 
gon and consort L. W. Drake, also to arrive, were 
placed for Green Bay at the going Milwaukee rate 
when ioaded. Theschr A. P. Grover was taken 
for Toledo at 30 cents. 

Canal rates were in an unsettied condition. The 
principal basiness was in flaxseed, of which ship- 
ments were made early in the day at 5% and 6 
cents to New York, but in the afternoon only 5 
cents was offered. Boats, however, would not ac- 
cept this rate. But little wheat was taken, ship- 
pers generally offering but ö. cents, though a load 
or two went at K cent better. A number of 
loads of corn were sbipped at 5% cents. 
Nearly all the boats available are firmly holding for 
6 cents on wheat, They can muke only one more 
down trip. and therefore are willing to lose a few 
days in starting. Vessels generally were getting 
fair dispatch in unloading The principal receipts 
were of flaxseed, and this was intended mostly for 
transter into canalboats. Flaxseed receipts, by the 
way, bave been unusually heavy for some weeks 
past-—far ahead of any previous year. Receipts 
of flour forthe preceding furty-eight hours also 
were remarkably large, aggregating 70.370 barreis 
and sacks. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—Lake 
freights continue firm at 70 cents on coal to Chica- 
goand Milwaukee, $1 on ore from Escanaba, and 
$1.25 from Marquette, and .$1.50 from Ashland.

VERY POOR WORK. 
THE CURB WALL ON DEARBORN STREET, BE- 
TWEEN JACKSON AND POLK STREETS. 

About the middie of July last improvements 
were begun on Dearborn street, between Jack- 
son and Polk streets, including curbing, filling, 
and paving. The property-owners along that 
part of the street paid their assessments in the 
expectation of getting a substantially perma- 
nent improvement. But some of the property- 
owners or their agents claim to have since dis- 
covered that the curbing at least was done 
in a very unsatisfactory manner. Mr. Robert 
Bines, a grain-merchant in the Counselman 
Building, on making the excavations for & 
seven-story building on the lot Nos. 327-829 
Dearborn street, found that the curb wall was 
anything but water-tight. In the language of 
the contractor, J. Pride, for the building, 
it let the water run through like a sieve. 
It was found that there was not enough mor- 
tar used, and some of the interstices were filled 
with dirt. The mortar was of bad quality, and 
in some places straight joints were found over 
each other. Mr. Bines said he would bave 
to dig down on the outside of the wall and put 
a coat of cement on it. Mr. Joseph E. Otis, 
who owns twenty-one feet on the west side of 
Dearborn street, between Harrison and Polk. 
said be had already put cement on both sides 
of the curb wal! in froat of his property. 
While the wali was being built he sad he bad 
happened to look at the work, and found that 
there were holes between the stones wide 
enough to “throw a hat through.” Io one 
piace a big plank had been in the way, and the 
contractors bud not taken the trouble to re- 
move it, but built the wall around it and left 
it sticking through. A city inspector bad been 
present to superintend the work, but had seen 
notbing wrong. A large part of the dirt shov- 
eled off the street, Mr. Bines saia, bad been 
unloaded on the adjoining lots. Anybody go- 
ing down the street can see tolerably bigh piles 
ot dirt along both sides of the street. Mr. 
Joel Bigelow, who represents a number of 
property-owners along that part of the street, 
said that be had built a sidewalk in front 
of two lots belonging to Mrs. Mary 
Young, for which the city wanted to 
assess bim $115.50, for $85, of which sum $25 
was used in hauling away the dirt that the 
city had in the first assessment for improving 
the street been paid tor hauling, but bad 
thrown on the lots. He had, therefore, paid 
twice for the hauling of the dirt. For a side- 
waik in front of another lot he had been as- 
sessed $86.48, whereas he could build it for 
$45. and in still another case where the assess- 
— * amounted to $193.78 be could build it for 

100. 

It was reported that late yesterday after- 
noon an inspector was sent to Mr. Bines’ prop- 
erty on complaint of the contractor and that 
after inspecting the curb wall he condemned 
it and prom.sed that the contractor who built 
it should be compeiled to put it into the condi- 
tion required by the specifications. 

A flagrant violation of the bullding ord- 
nance that has escaped punishment for two 
years was also brought tol ght during the ic- 
vestigation of the above matter. According to 
the statement of Mr. Bigclow, which was cor- 
roborated by Mr. Bines, about two years ago 
a high board fence was raised in front of the 
lot No. 81 Third avenue. It remained for some 
time, and when it was removed it was d scov- 
ered tha. a two-story frame addition bad been 
built on the south side of the brick building 
north of the lot. The frame structure was 
painted so as to look old, and, in fact, made 
the impression upon anybody not acquainted 
with the locality that it bad been stand- 
ing there for a considerable length of 
time. A lunch-room and saloon were be- 
ing carried on in the structure. It was 
connected with the dancing-hali in the brick 
builcing north of it. Mr. Bigelow says he di- 
rected the attention of the Ruilding Depart- 
ment to the frame building, but beard of no 
proceedings in consequence of his letter. The 
building bears a large sign with the words Tam- 
many Hall over the entrance. The names of 
Lawler & Thurston are displayed in large type 
in the danoing-hall, which seems to be run in 
connection with the beer hall.

FINED FOR ABUSING HIS WIFE. 
EX-CONSTABLE MURPHY'S BETTER-HALF PROS 
ECUTES HIM IN A POLICE COURT. 

Ex-Gonstable Barry Murphy was arrested 
yesterday on complaint of his wife, who said 
that he had beaten and abused her so long that 
it was an old story, but when he begar to throw 
dishes for which she was made to act as target 
her patience was exhausted, and a warrant was 
sworn out. Before Justice C. J. White vester- 
day Mrs. Murphy told an almost incredible 
story of wrong endured by her since her mar- 
riage to the constable two years ago. She isa 
small, fragile woman of German parentage, 
and when sbe first met Murphy was in the 
happy possession of $7,000 in cash 
and a go0od-paying restaurant. She was 
a widow with one child, and, although 
the constable isby no means pre possessing in 
his looks, she conceived a great liking for him, 
believing, as sbe naively admitted, that he 
could afford her double protection in his ca- 
pacity of an officer of the law, because she did 
a little business in the sale of liquors in con- 
nechion with ber restaurant. After a short 
wooing they were married, and Barry at once 
set diligently to work to drink all the liquor in 
the saloon attachment to his wife’s business 
and squander ber $7.000. When full of her 
whisky he beat ber, she says, for refusing him 
more, and that when sbe deciined to 
provide him with ali the money he needed 
he beat ber again. At the time 
of the wedding a grand celebration 
was held, and Murphy at that time gave it out 
confidentially that he bad married 4 real live 
Baroness, it being alleged that Mrs. Murphy 
was, in fact, a member of the ancient family 
of Von Franzenbach, her first husband being a 
scion of that house. The daughter of - Mrs. 
Murphy by her first husband was sent to the 
Home of the Good Shepherd soon after the 
marriage, where she isto remain until of age, 
when, it is alleged, she will come into $6,000 
left ber by ner father.

Mrs. Whitmore of No. 137 Twenty-ninth street 
admitted that she farmed chiidren brought 
to ber by Dr. Colwell, and now had in her 
bouse one of the babies brought to her by de- 
fendant. She denied that any children were 
ever taken from ber farm by the ductor. 

James H. Thompson, a medical student from 
Pittsburg, said he was employed in the lying- 
in hospital of Dr. Colwell. A woman whose 
name he bad forgotten gave birth to a child at 
the hospital one night when the doctor was 
out, and the witness was accoucbeur of 
the occasion, being assisted by a nurse named 
Elia. The night of Aug. 7 last be took this 
baby at Dr. Colwell's arrangement and laid it 
on the steps leading to the front door of the 
Michael Reese Hospital. He was arrested in 
the act, and at the Cottage Grote Avenue Sta- 
tion confessed that Dr. Colweil gave bim the 
intant with the direction to cet rid of it in 
some way. Dr. Colwell’s arrest and the pre- 
liminary trial before Justice Foote followed. 
The witness admitted that he told the story to 
the police because they told him Dr. Coiwell 
had refused to go his bail. :

The Scotch jute sacks in which American flour 
is largely exported pay an ad valorem import duty 
of 30 per cent.
